During the same year 
the 3-cent Natlonal Parks issue 
was printed in sheets of six stamps 
in recognition of the American 
Philatelic Soclety convention and 
exhibition held at Atlanile City 
during August, and the l-cent Na- 
tlonal Parks tssue.was printed in 
sheets of six stamps in compliment 
to the Trans-Mississipp! Philatelic 
Exposition and canvention held at 
Omaha that year. ‘ 

The last souvenir sheet issued by 
the United States was in 1937 
when the 10-cent value of the 
National Parks issue was printed 
in single stamp sheets In recogni- 
tion of the 43rd Annual Convention 
of the Socicty of Philatelic Ameri- 
cans held at Ashville in August of 
that year.
